Homes For Fire 
Victims 

OVERNMENT'S new 
plans for rehousing the 
victims of last month’s 
squatter fire at Kowloon 
Tong may appear = to 
be unfair to those victima 
of the Christmas fire at 
Shek Kip Mei who have 
found temporary accom- 
modation with relatives and 
friends or who have been 
able to afford temporary 
lodgings pending resettle- 
ment. For under the new 
acheme, their rehousing has 
been postponed, Govern- 
ment has decided to re- 
distribute ithe accommoda- 
tlon  orlginnily intended 
for these 18,000 people to 
provide homes for victims 
of the more recent Kowloon 
Tong fire, now living 
in mengre sheltera = [n 
the streets of Shamshuipo. 
But If fairness is to be the 
criterion of this decision It 
can be argued equally well 
that Government is at 
Jeast ensuring that all 
78,000 victims of the two 
fires nre reasonably quar 
tered ax soom an possible— 
whather by their own efforts 
or by Government resettle- 
ment. Indeed it in difficult | 
to see how this redistribu- 
tion could be avoided short 


of leaving many thousands 
in deplorably inadequate 
street shelters, And this is 
a state of affairs which 
cannot be allowed to con- 
tinue indefinitely, These 
temporary shelters ore un- 
hygienic. They do not give 
anything like sufficient pro- 
tection or even rensonable 
facilities for a family, They 
are on unfortunate eyesore 
in a community already 
densely populated, ‘These 
conditions have obviously 
influenced Government to 
do away with the street 
sheltera—which were  al- 
ways only «a temporary 
expedjent—as soon ns 
possible. It is noted that the 
ultimate resettlement of 
the Shek Kip Mei fire 
victima haa only been post- 
poned; that accommodation 
will be provided for them 
just as soon as the build- 
ings have been completed. 
There is one danger, how- 
ever: these squatter area 
fires have occurred 
frequently in recent years, 
The disaster strikes 
suddenly and spreads 
awiftly despite the greatest 
precautions taken by the 
fire services. If another fire 
should occur before the 
rehousing of the balance of 
the Shek Kip Mel and 
Kowloon Tong — victims 
haa been

In Soviet Papers |: 


Moscow, Aug. 11. 


The Soviet newspaper reader finds that 
murder stoyies are a new feature in “Pravda” now 
that the death penalty has been restored in the 


Soviet Union. 


Capital punishment—death by shooting in 
Russia—came back, by a special decree on April 


30. Before that, 


a sentence 


of 25 years’ 


imprisonment was the normal maximum sentence 


for murder. 


The change was announced os 
the answer to widespread pape 
uppeols. Judges, previously pe 
imitted to award the death 
sentence only for espionage and 
{reachery, were powerless to 
oppose it. 


Now that the death penalty 
Is back, the newspapers are 
stressing that viplent crime will 
bring violent punishment. Death 
sentences have been reported 
at regular intervals since capital 
punishment was restored, Ree 
ports have appeared in Pravda, 
the Communist party newspaper, 
os well as in provincial neows- 
papers,
